The mygale nest varies much in size, 
from one inch in length to three or four, 
or even six or seven inches.

A gventieman at Corfu saw the spider 
make his door, and thus deseribes the 
work: Lytng out inone of the sandy 
plateaus covered with olive groves, with 
which Corfu abounds, lounging about in 
the shady soil, he eame to aspider’s nest. 
Examining it, he found the lid or door 
would not open, and seemed firmly held 
within by the proprietor, as if Jack were 
athome; so he applied forthwith the 
leverage of a knife blade, Upon which 
the inmate retired to his inuer chamber.- 
The aggressor decided not to disturb him 
any more that day, but marking the 
place (a most necessary thing to do) 
thought he would explore further the 
next day, if fine. Accordingly, the 
next day he ealled early, intending to 
take off the door and watch the progress 
of restoration, and how it would: be ac- 
plished. 

After waiting along time, out came 
Monsieur Mygale, and looking carefully 
around and finding all quiet, commenced 
operations by ranning bis web backward 
and forward across the orifice of his nest 
till there was a layer of silken web; upon 
this he ejected a gluten, over which he 
seratched the fine sand in the immediate 
neighborhood of his nest ; this done, he 
again set to work webbing, then gluten, 
sand; then again web, gluten, sand, 
about six times. This occupied, in all, 
about eight hours. But the puzzling part 
was, that this time he was commenting 
and building himself out from his own 
mansion, When, to the astonishment and 
delight oft his An looker- he began 
the finishing stroke by cutting and form- 
ing the door by fixing. his hind legs in 
the center of the new covering, and from 
these as a center, he begau cutting with 
his jaws right through the door he had 
made, striking a clear circle round, and 
leaving about one-eighth of the circum- 
ference asa hinge. This done he lifted 
the door up and walked in. 

My friend then tried to open the door 
with a knife, but the insect pulled it 
tight from the iuside. He therefore dug 
round him and took him off boldly—my- 
vale and nest complete. The hinge is 
most edrefally aud beautifully formed, 
and there appears to be an important ob- 
ject in view when the spider covers over 
the whole of the orifice, for immediately 
the door is raised it springs back as soon 
as released; and this is caused by the 
elasticity of the web on the hinge, and 
the peculiar formation of the lid or door, 
which is made thicker on the lower side, 
s0 that its own weight holds it to be self 
closing, and the rabbiting of the door is 
wonderfully surfaced, olts and chub- 
locks, With a latch key the mygale 
family do not possess; but as a substi- 
tute, the lower part of the door has claw- 
holding holes, so that a bird’s beak or 
other lever being used, Mousieyr Mygale 
holds on to the deor by these, and with 
his legs against the side of his house, 
offers immense resistance against all

CONGRESSIONAL ALMS. 

In the Senate of part of the United 
States, on Saturday, the 9th of March : 
“Mr. Trumbull & joint resolu- 
tioa, appropriating $1,000,000 for the re- 
lief of the destitute people of the south- 
west, of anyand all classes, to be ex- 
pended under the superintendence of the 
com missioner of the freedmen’s bureau 
in supplies of food. Mr. Trumbull said 
Gen. Howard had called on the judiciary 
committee this worntng and testified 
that unless something of the kiud be 
done, there would be actual starvation 
among the disloyal portion of the south. 
The former appropriatione had been suf- 
ficient to provide for the actual wants of 
the freedmen and loyal refugees ; but, 
under the resolutions passing them, no 
money could be spent relieving the des- 
titution of the disloyal.

“The former appropriations have been suf- 
ficlent to provide for the actual wants of freed- 
menand loyal refugees; but underthe resolo- 
tions pasting them. no money are 
is Telloving the of the al.” 

As at least three-fourths of all the 
negroes in the south during the war were 
“loyal” to the rebel government, and 
were not 8o from con. pulsion, but choice, 
it is a little singular that congress should 
have directed the expenditure of funds 
to provide them food while prohibiting 
the relief of white men who engaged in 
rebellion. Of all the patent twaddile and 
ubsurdities with which radicals garnish 
their prate of southern loyalists, and the 
necessity of so reconstructing the soutlh,- 
ern states that their governinents shall 
be in the hands of loyal men, that which 
assuiines that the negroes were opposed 
to the Confederacy while the rebellion 
was in progress is most conspicuously 


false and absurd. It is said that 
two hundred thousand negres were 
in our armies. It is «doubtfuy 
whether there ever were half that 


number of effective blacks in the field. 
Grandmother Thomas has skeleton regi- 
ments by the score reported as full, and 
ayents all the northern states were 
in the south while the war was going on 
endeavoring to enlist negro troops, and 
employing every artifice and argument 
their ingenuity could invent to accom- 
plish that purpose ; but with all this, out 
of the four millions of blacks in the 
south, those who were and are continu- 
ally vaunting oyer the loyalty of the 
freedmen, could only make a showing of 
two bundred thousand black soldiers, 
Supposing that there was actually this 
number enlisted and serving as soldiers, 
what a beggarls array of “ loyalty’’ in 
comparison with the whole number of 
blacks in the south does this fect present. 


We have heard much of the backbone 
of the rebellion. Its backbone was that 
covered by black skin. While the plant- 
ers’ and their fortunes 
were fighting, the negroes were throw- 
ing up intrenghments, driving Confeder- 
ate commi wagons, taking care of 
hospitals, and doing the drudgery of the 
camp.
